network to a remote site where the ancillary content is stored; 

delivering the ancillary content to the user and displaying the ancillary 
content on t he visual display for interaction by a-the user: and 

continuing the delivery of the video to the user and continuing the display 
of the vide o on the visual display from the point in time where-when t he delivery 
and the display of the video was -were interrupted after the interaction by the 
user. 

2. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein said displaying step 
includes streaming the v ideo over a network to the visual display. 

3. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein said interacting step 
includes interacting with an-Jhsjnterface link being t hat i s e mbedded in the 
video. 

4. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein said interacting step includes 
overlaying the interface link on the video on the visual display. 

5. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein said interacting step includes 
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interacting with the interface link originating from a separate feed from that of the 
video, 

6. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein said interacting step 
includes hiding the interface link from view on the display until the interface link is 
interacted with by the user. 

7. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein said displaying step 
includes displaying the interface link feemo-as at least a partially transparent 
graphic. 

8. (original) The method of claim 1 ( wherein said interacting step includes 
interacting with primary ancillary content having a link to secondary ancillary 
content. 

9. (currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein said displaying step 
includes displaying an -the i nterface fink that provides tho havina an appearance 
of moving across tbe-j^screen of the visual display as the video is being played, 

1 0. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein said interacting step 
includes the sub-step of conducting a commercial transaction with a -the user. 

1 1 . (currently amended) The method of claim 10, wherein said interacting step 
includes the sub-step of accessing the ancillary content having a link to a site 
adapted to handle the commercial transaction. 

12. (currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein said interacting step 
includes accessing the a ncillary content including information relating to the 
video. 

13- (currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein said interacting step 
includes accessing the a ncillary content including video. 

14. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein said interacting step includes the sub- 
step of conducting a commercial transaction using the ancillary content. 

15. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein said displaying step includes displaying 
video having a plurality of interface links associated therewith. 

16. (currently amended) A method for using an interactive video, the method 
comprising the steps of: 
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delivering a video from a remote location over a network to a v i sua l 
^ispla^isgc and displaying the video on tbe-g^visual display, the video having at 
least one interface link associated therewith adapted to be displayed on the 
visual display, the interface link providing access to ancillary content; 

interacting with the interface link to access the ancillary content; 

pau si ng s a i d step of d el ivorina intenruDtina the delivery of the video from 
the remote location ov er the net work to the user and d i splaying pausing the 
display of t he video from the remote looat i on on the visual display at a point in 
time; 

accessing the ancillary content; 

displaying the ancillary content to the visual display for interaction by a 
user; and 

continuing the delivery of the video from the gem ote location over the 
network to the user and continuing the d isplay of the video on the visual display 
from the point in time the delivery of the video and Jh^display of the video was 
paused w ere interrupted after the interaction by the user.

20. (original) The method of claim 1 6, wherein said interacting step includes 
interacting with the interface link originating from a separate feed from that of the 
video. 

21 . (currently amended) The method of claim 16, wherein said interacting step 
includes hiding the interface link from view on the display until the interface link is 
interacted with. 

22. (cunrently amended) The method of claim 16, wherein said d e t i v er-inq -displavino 
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step includes d e liver i ng displaying t he interface link b e ing a s at least a partially 
transparent graphic. 

23. (original) The method of claim 16, wherein said interacting step includes 
interacting with primary ancillary content having a link to secondary ancillary 
content. 

24. (currently amended) The method of claim 16, wherein said delivering step 
includes delivering an -the interface link that provid e s th e havino an appearance of 
moving across the^Lscreen of the visual display as the video is being played. 

25. (original) The method of claim 16, wherein said accessing step includes the sub- 
step of conducting a commercial transaction with a user. 

26. (currently amended) The method of claim 25, wherein said accessing step 
includes the sub-step of accessing tha.ancillary content having a link to a site 
adapted to handle the commercial transaction. 

27. (currently amended) The method of claim 16, wherein said accessing step 
includes accessing th^ancillary content including information relating to the 
video. 

28. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 6, wherein said accessing step 
includes accessing tty^ancillary content including video. 

29. (original) The method of claim 16, wherein said accessing step includes the sub- 
step of conducting a commercial transaction using the ancillary content. 

30. (currently amended) The method of claim 16, wherein said delivering step 
includes delivering the video having a plurality of interface links associated 
therewith. 

31 . (currently amended) A method for displaying an interactive video, the method 
comprising the steps of: 

delivering a video to a user and displaying the video on a visual display, 
the video having an embedded interface link associated therewith while the video 
is displayed, the interface link being linked to ancillary content that is accessible 
over a network; 

interacting with the interface link to access the ancillary content; 
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interrupting the delivery of the video to the user and interrupting t he 
display and tho de li very of the video on the visual display a t a point in time; 

transmitting a user request for the ancillary content over the network to a 
remote site where the ancillary content is stored; and 

displaying the ancillary content to the visual display. 

32. (currently amended) The method of claim 31 , wherein said step of displaying 
a-thfLvideo on a visual display includes streaming the v ideo overa -the network to 
the visual display. 

33. (currently amended) The method of claim 31 , wherein said interacting step 
includes hiding the interface link from view on the display until the interface link is 
interacted with. 

34. (currently amended) The method of claim 31 , wherein said step of displaying 
a -the v ideo on a visual display includes displaying the interface link bema-as at 
least a partially transparent graphic. 

35. (original) The method of claim 31 , wherein said interacting step includes 
interacting with primary ancillary content having a link to secondary ancillary 
content 

36. (currently amended) The method of claim 31 , wherein said displaying step 
includes displaying an- the interface link that provides th o havina an appearance 
of moving across tke-g_screen of the visual display as the video is being played.

38. (currently amended) The method of claim 37, wherein said interacting step 
includes the sub-step of accessing the ancillary content having a link to a site 
adapted to handle the commercial transaction. 

39. (currently amended) The method of claim 31 , wherein said interacting step 
includes accessing the ancillary content including information relating to the 
video. 

40. (currently amended) The method of claim 31 , wherein said interacting step 
includes accessing the ancillary content including video. 
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41 . (original) The method of claim 31 , wherein said interacting step includes the sub- 
step of conducting a commercial transaction using the ancillary content. 

42. (currently amended) The method of claim 31 , wherein said step of displaying 
a-thg.video on a visual display includes displaying the video having a plurality of 
interface links associated therewith. 

43. (currently amended) A method for displaying an interactive video, the method 
comprising the steps of: 

delivering a video to a user and displaying the video on a visual display; 

displaying an overlaid interface link with the video based on the time 
elapsed during the display of the video, the overlaid interface link being 
displayed through a separate feed from that of the video, the overlaid interface 
link being linked to ancillary content; 

interacting with the interface link to access the ancillary content; 

interrupting tho display and the delivery of the video to the user and 
interrupting the display of the video on the visual display at a point in time; and 

displaying the ancillary content to the visual display. 

44. (currently amended) The method of claim 43, wherein said step of displaying 
a-lhg^video on a visual display includes streaming the v ideo over a network to the 
visual display. 

45. (currently amended) The method of claim 43, wherein said interacting step 
includes hiding the interface link from view on the display until the interface link is 
interacted with. 

46. (currently amended) The method of claim 43 f wherein said step of displaying 
a-ihlLvideo on a visual display includes displaying the interface link feejno-as at 
least a partially transparent graphic. 

47. (original) The method of claim 43, wherein said interacting step includes

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th ehavina an appearance of moving across the-jLscreen of the visual display as 
the video is being played. 

49. (original) The method of claim 43, wherein said interacting step includes the sub- 
step of conducting a commercial transaction with a user. 

50. (currently amended) The method of claim 49, wherein said interacting step 
includes the sub-step of accessing the a ncillary content having a link to a site 
adapted to handle the commercial transaction. 

51 . (currently amended) The method of claim 43, wherein said interacting step 
includes accessing the a ncillary content including information relating to the 
video. 

52. (currently amended) The method of claim 43, wherein said interacting step 
includes accessing tbjLancillary content including video. 

53. (original) The method of claim 43, wherein said interacting step includes the sub- 
step of conducting a commercial transaction using the ancillary content. 

54. (currently amended) The method of claim 43, wherein said step of displaying 
a-Jbfi^video on a visual display includes displaying the video having a plurality of 
interface links associated therewith. 

55. (currently amended) A method for conducting commerce over a network during 
the display of a video to a user, the method comprising the steps of: 

delivering a video from a remote site to a user a nd displaying the video on 
a visual display, the video having an interface link associated therewith, the 
interface link being linked to a commerce site adapted to conduct commerce with 
the user that is accessible over a network; 

interacting with the interface link during the display of the video to access 
the commerce site; 

interrupting the delivery of the video from the remote site to the user a nd 
interrupting t he display of the video from th e remoto - sit o on the visual display 
after the interface link is interacted with; 

accessing the commerce site; 

displaying the commerce site on the visual display; and 
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continuing the st e p of d el iv e rina delivery of the video from the remote site 
to the user and disp l ovinq continuing the display of the video on the visual 
display f rom the point in time where the delivery and the d isplay of video was 
were i nterrupted after accessing the commerce site. 

56. (original) The method of claim 55, further comprising the step of completing a 
transaction with the commerce site.

59. (currently amended) A method for creating an interactive video, the method 
comprising the steps of: 

encoding and storing the video onto a remote storage medium at a first 

site; 

creating a link program adapted to interrupt the-delivery of video from the 
remote storage medium to a visua l d i so l a v user at a second site and to interrupt 
the-display of the video on the-^Lvisual display at a -the second site, the link 
program providing access to ancillary content accessible over a network, the link 
program linking the ancillary content and the video to the point in time when the 
delivery of the video from the remote storag e medium to the user and the display 
of the video on the visual display w a swere interrupted; 

associating the link program with the video; 

delivering the video to the v i sual disola v user . and 

displaying the video on the visual display. 

60. (original) The method of claim 59, wherein said associating step includes the 
sub-step of encoding the link program with the video onto the storage medium. 

61 . (previously presented) The method of claim 60, wherein said sub-step of 
encoding the link program is performed simultaneously with said step of 
encoding the video. 

62. (original) The method of claim 59 f wherein said delivering step includes the sub- 
step of delivering the link program in a separate feed from the video. 

63. (original) The method of claim 59, wherein said delivering step includes the sub- 
step of overlaying the video with the link program during said displaying step. 
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64. (currently amended) The method of claim 43, wherein the step of m e asuring 
displaying Includes interacting with a time code marker embedded in the video. 

65. (previously presented) The method of claim 59, wherein the step of associating 
the link program with the video Includes embedding a time code marker in the 
video to permit the display of an interface link to the ancillary content based on * 
the time elapsed during the display of the video. 
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
